laneous didn’t require any ---so ==-let’s give them the benefit of doubt 
and call the number of permits issued --~275 =--0.K.? === Contrary 
to any projection or statement they may make, it never takes more 
than two visits to complete an inspection =-= but --- let’s givethem the 
benefit and call it an average of three inspections per permit --- or

Q@, My wife and I sold our home in 1967, We do not intend to buy 
another house, We are over 65 years old, Do we have to pay a tax on 
the gain we made on the sale? 

A, You may elect to exclude from your gross income part or all of 
the gain if: J 

i, You were 65 years of age or older before the date of the sale; and 

2, You owned and used sherprovery sold or exchanged as your prin- 
cipal residence for a period (whether continuous or interrupted) of 
time totaling at least five years within the eight-year period ending on 
the date of such sale or exchange, 

If you meet these requirements you can elect to exclude the entire 
gain if the adjusted sale price is 320,000.00 or less, If the adjusted 
sale price is over $20,000.00, an election maybe made to exclude part 
the gain, The adjusted sale price is the amount realized from the sale 
after commissions and other selling e: nses, minus certain fixing- 
up expenses, Only one election to exclude gain may be made during a 
taxpayer’s lifetime, 


@, My son worked full-time before going into the Army last fall, I 
just got his W-2 statement, Does he have to file a return? 

A:, Yes, your son has to file a return if he meets the filing require- 
meee However, if he is stationed overseas, he has additional time to 

lo. 

Taxpayers overseas have an automatic extension from eer 15 to 
June 15 to file 1967 returns, If your son is in Vietnam, his return isn’t 
due until 180 days after he leaves there, 

@, I understand there isanewrule ondependent children of divorced 
parents, What is it? 

A, Anew provision added to the tax laws last year provides that the 
parent who has custody of the children forthe greater part of the year 
will usually be able to claim their dependency exemption, However, if 
the other parent contributes at least $600,00 during the year to the sup- 
pore of the child he or she, under certain circumstances, may be en- 

itled to the exemption, There is also a special rule for a parent who 

does not have custody and furnishes more than $1,200,00 during the 
year, The new rules ly only if the divorced or separated parents .to- 
gether provide more than half of the child’s support and have custody 
for more than half the year, 

Q. The tax form I got in the mail shows only my name on the label, 
Seis I’m filing jointly with my wife this year, should I use the label or 
not?

If any of these conditions apply, a jointreturn without her social se- 
curity number will hold up processing, You willthen be contacted to ob- 
tain the missing information, This naturally delays processing and the 
issuance of any refund you have coming, - 

Q, What taxes can I deduct on my return? 

A, State and local income, sales, gasoline, personal property, and 
real estate taxes are deductible, 

Deductions are not allowed for; Federal taxes, driver’s licenses, 
State and local taxes on alcoholic beverages, tobacco and certain mis- 
cellaneous taxes, Also, the cost of automobile license plates are de- 
ductible only to the extent it is based on the value of your car, 

Q, I made several payments on my son’s mortgage last year, Can I 
deduct the part which went for interest and taxes? 

A, Even if your son qualifies as your dependent, the law does not al- 
low you to deduct taxes and interest paid for someone else, Only if 
the mortgage was in your name, will any deduction be allowed, Then you 
may deduct the portion of the payment representing real estate taxes 
and interest when you itemize your deductions,

DENVER, Colorado—As double 
amputee Ewing W. Mays departed 
from Fitzsimons General Hospi- 
tal here after a five day visit, he 
was told by Major General Rob- 
ert E. Blount, commanding offi- 
cer, ‘You are welcome and in- 
vited to return again and again 
to provide your brand of therapy 
for our patients.”* 

General Blount was referring 
to Mays’ national tour of military 
and civilian hospitals, visiting 
the newly handicapped, and par- 
ticularly the amputees. 

His Denver Visit was fresh on 
the heels of an overwhelming 
tour of hospitals in the Los An-

His work is described as ‘‘in- 
spiration-by-example,’’ And what 
an example! After his tragedy 
he not only became a successful 
businessman, but he adopted a 
permanent avocation of service 
to the handicapped. 

Tn the years since, hehas com- 
forted countless thousands of 
wounded veterans in our hospitals 
at home and abroad. In 1951 the 
Defense Department sent him to 
Japan and Korea where he spoke 
to more than 80,000 wounded ser- 
vicemen, both American and South 
Korean, 

Besides his hospital visitations 
Mays corresponds with many peo- 
ple who have lost limbs incivilian 
life. When requested he makes 
every effort to include a visit to 
these persons on his agenda. 

There is always an air of ex- 
citment when this Fort Lauder- 
dale, Florida businessman visits 
a hospital.
